He then imports the goods 
into Canada, and begins selling 
them immediately in the Uni- 
versities, sponsored by the vari- 
ous AIESEC locals that exist 
When not on the road, he works 
at a nursing home, caring for the 
aged. 

Amigos products are very 
inexpensive, and are made to 
last. The high quality, and artis- 
tic merit of these goods (often, 
no two are alike in colour or de- 
sign) are seen by Burroughs as 
the selling point that makes them 
so popular. Amigos is expected 
to visit L.U. once again next fall. 



A new ten year forecast of 
the supply of and demand for 
engineers is being financed by 
the technical service council, an 
industry-sponsored personnel 
consulting firm. The report is 
expected to be available in De- 
cember of 1988. 

"Employers are already 
reporting trouble hiring young 
people, as a result of the decline 
in birth rates," According to Neil 
A. Macdougall, president of the 
technical service council. Re- 
cruiters are concerned about 
whether they will be able to find 
and hire the engineers they need 
to meet foreign competition and 
to expand into the U.S. market. 

"Students remember the 
demand for engineers plum- 
meted in 1982, and want to know 
whether there will be enough 
jobs if they study engineering 
now. They also want to know 
which engineering specialty will 
grow most rapidly. 

"Both groups, as well as 
guidance counsellors, recruiters 
and human resources planners, 
lack the information needed to 
make informed decisions. Ex-

ENTRANCE EXAMS FOR ONTARIO

TORONTO (CUP)— 

High school students across 
Ontario should write standard- 
ized province-wide exams be- 
foreentering university, says the 
Council of Ontario Universities. 

The skill-testing exams 
would evaluate students' lan- 
guage and mathematical abili- 
ties which are vital for critical 
analysis and communication, 
according to will Sayers, COU 
Communications Director. "We 
just want to see if students have 
the tools for basic university 
work," he said. 

But provincial conservation 
education critic, Cam Jackson 
said such a move would further 
isolate groups which tradition- 
ally have poor access to post- 



secondary education, wuch as 
low-income students and native 
students, standardized tests do 
not take regional, cultural and 
aptitudinal differences into ac- 
count. 

"Each university knows its 
constituency. A high school in 
Elliot Lake should not be judged 
by the same standards as a school 
in Missisauga, said Jackson. 
"Standardized tests are written 
for a standardized group in soci- 
ety." 

The issue of standardized 
entrance exams, which has been 
a back burner issue for several 
years, was rejected by the Min- 
istry of Education's Provincial 
advisory committee on evalu- 
ation Policies and Practices last 
year. 



Bill Lipischak of the Edu- 
cation Ministry's Program Im- 
plementation and Review 
Branch, said the substitution of 
Ontario academic credits for 
grade 13 has provided provin- 
cial uniformity in terms of course 
content and hours. 

Forty per cent of the final 
mark is based on formal exami- 
nations, and each credit involves 
120 hours of classroom instruc- 
tion. 

As well, the Ministry has 
been providing secondary school 
teachers with model English 
exams. It is the teachers; rep- 
sonsibility to use the structure of 
the exam while adapting course 
content to meet the needs of their 
particular students. 

"We want to put the onus of 
eduction back where it belongs 
— with the teacher," he says. 



isting forecasts lack detail and 
do not compare job creation with 
supply." 

The council' s new study will 
present several scenarios for the 
period 1988 to 1998. Unlike other 
reports, it will provide separate 
forecasts of supply and demand 

for the Adantic provinces, Que- 
bec, Ontario, the Prairies and 
British Columbia. In additon, 
individual national supply and 
demand forecasts will be made 
forchemical, civil, electrical, me- 
chanical engineers and other 
engineering graduates. This 
study is the fifth financed by the 
technical service council. As a 
public service, the council has 
spent about $200,000 on studies 
of the supply of and demand for 
accountants, business graduates, 
chemists and engineers. 

A copy of the new study 
will be provided free to all engi- 
neering Universities in Canada. 
Manpower planners, guidance 
counsellors, students and other 
concerned with engineering 
manpower and supply will be 



able to buy the report at below 
cost for $23.00. 

The council's last study 
covered the period 1980 to 1990 
and proved to be an accurate and 
useful tool. When most experts 
thought the resources boom 
would create engineering short- 
ages foreever, the council corre 
tly forecasted the 1982 slump, 
both studies are the work of dr. 
Edward B. Harvey of the Uni- 
versity of Toronto and Dr. 
K.S.R..Murthy of Trent Univer- 
sity. 

The technical service coun- 
cil/le conseil de Placement Pro- 
fessionel is an industry-spon- 
sored personnel consulting firm. 
Its eight offices across the coun- 
try find jobs for accountants, 
engieners, scientists, data-proc- 
essing, personnel staff and ex- 
ecutives. It pioneered reloca- 
tion counselling (out-placement) 
in Canada in 1970 and now coun- 
sels hundreds of laid-off profes- 
sionals and executives in job- 
hunting skills.

NEW FRANCOPHONE COLLEGE IS IN THE WORKS

TORONTO (CUP) — 

Ontario will receive 
funding for a francophone 
college in the Ottawa area if 
negotiations with the federal 
government are successful. 

but an official in the 
Ontario Ministry of Colleges 
and Universities said build- 
ing a school isn't enough. 
Under two-year-old legisla- 
tion, the provincial govern- 
ment must provide French- 
language instruction in at least 
16 more areas of the province, 
said Lionel Poirier, executive 
co-ordinator for francophone 
affairs. 

Poirier said the current 
college system does not meet 
the requirements of the 1986 
Ontario french Language 
services act 

"It stipulates that by 
November 1989 government 
departments, all ministries, all 
agencies of these ministries 
and the boards that receive 
public funds will have to pro- 
vide french language services 
in the 22 designated areas of 
the province." 

Only six of Ontario's 22 
community colleges offer 
french or bilingual programs. 
Ottawa already has a college 
offering bilingual services. 

Lyn McLeod, Ontario's 



minister of colleges and univer- 
sities, spoke to federal secretary 
os state, Lucien Bouchard, Sep- 
tember 28th about a new Ottawa 
college, according to her press 
secretary, Helena Moncrieff. 

"Mr. Bouchard indicated he 
was interested in Ontario's pro- 
posal and he was willing to begin 
negotiations as soon as possible," 
Moncrieff said. 

"The request was to start 
negotiations under the Official 
Languages and Education pro- 
gram for initiating French lan- 
guage education, including the 
possibility of a French language 
college in the Ottawa area. 

Ontario wants to set up as 
many as three autonomous fran- 
cophone community colleges. 

Said Poirier: "In fact there 
are fewer French or bilingual 
programs than there were four 
years ago, so obviously the bi- 
lingual programs are not meet- 
ing the needs of francophone 
students." 

Poirier said an area is desig- 
nated bilingual if it has 5,000 
francophones or if ten per cent 
of the population is francophone, 
whichever is lower. Franco- 
phone groups have persistently 
lobbied for francophone educa- 
tion. 

Stacy Churchill, a re- 
searcher at the Ontario Institute 
for studies in education and a ihor 
of the study "Education et be- 
soins des franco-ontariens" 
(education and the needs of 



franco-Ontarions) conducted 
three years ago, said francophone 
students are hal f as likely as other 
students to attend post-secon- 
dary education. 

The developmentof French 
institutions has been held back 
by an unjustified fear that fran- 
cophone Ontarians would not 
learn English well enough," she 
said. "In fact they speak excel- 
lent English." The problem is 
they need degrees and diplomas 
and they can get these best if 
they study in French. 

The study recommended 
having either one francophone 
college with many campuses or 
three colleges in different re- 
gions of the province. 

"Education is an investment 
for the future," said Patricia 
Picknell, community develop- 
ment officer for the association 
canadienne-francaise de 
FOntario. "And unless the gov- 
ernment is prepared to invest in 
one section of the population as 
it is in another, unless they are 
willing to invest in the franco- 
phone segment as in the Anglo- 
phone segment, they are short- 
changing the entire province, 
because they are not permit- 
ting one segment of the popula- 
tion to reach its full potential." 
The province's six bilingual 
community colleges are located 
in Ottawa, Cornwall, Sudbury, 
Timmins, Welland and North 
bay and offer a total of 63 partly 
or completely French programs.

"When was the last time you 
set fire to your audience?" he re- 
plied to a question about the effec- 
tiveness of the trick as a teaching 
tool. 



ELECTIONS 88: CHARGES GRITS TACK TURNER'S MICROPHONE

Vancouver (Cup) — Uni- 
versity of British Columbia stu- 
dents are complaining that the 
campus-based Young Liberals 
stacked the microphone during 
John Turner's stopover here, 
keeping unfriendly audience 
members from asking the grit 
leader tough questions. (The 
Young Liberals) had about six 
of their people lined up at the 
mike before they even opened 
the doors", said Ken Armstrong, 
amemberoftheProgressivecon- 
servation club. 

*Those questions were in- 
tended to be read to Mr. Turner", 
said Armstrong. 'They were 
soft questions. (The Young 
Liberals ) had taked about ques- 
tions stragegy in advance." 

The UBC Young Liberals 
organized Turner's October 19 
election campaign appearance. 
Club President, Dean Crawford 
said there was no set up. "You've 
got to look at the type of ques- 
tions they were getting. They 
were pointed questions and they 
were fair," he said. 

"If our people on their own 
accord want to go to the micro- 
phone and ask our leader a fair 
question, that's up to them". 

Turner returned to his alma 
mater to address a crowd of 600 
about the evils of free trade. A 
young Tory wore a rubber Brian 



Mulroney mask during the 
speech. 

Turner's Compaign Man- 
ager, May Brown said she did 
not think the mike was stacked, 
"there's no point in stacking the 
mike because it is not to (Mr. 
Turner's) advantage to have 
patsy questions", she said. "He 
never backs away from ques- 
tions," she added. 

In response to accusations 
that Young Liberals were al- 
lowed into the auditorium be- 
fore the rest of the students and 
were therefore first at the micro- 
phone, Young Liberal seond 
vice-president, Robert More- 
house said, "we tried as delli- 
gently as we could to make sure 
the room was clear at 12:15." 

Morehouse said that only 
Turner's entourage,the media 
and Young Liberals who were 
helping set up remained in the 
auditorium. 

The people who've been 
complaining are the young to- 
nes, said Morehouse. The Young 
Tories were 150 people back in 
the line-up. My advice if they 
want to crash a meeting is to get 
there earlier. 

But Armstrong said the 
Tories left their office at 12:00 to 
get in the line-up. It never clued 
in to me that there'd be people 
cheating, he said. 

A student who asked to 
remain anonymous, said they 
were mistaken for liberal sup- 



porter, let in early and given a 
sheet of paper with a question on 
it. 

Morehouse said he thinks 
stacking the mike is abhorrent 
and said that people were quick 
to say the questions was staged 
"because Turner wasn't lam- 
basted by the tories who crashed 
the meeting."

Dear Editor: 

First of all, I would like to 
congratulate you and your staff 
on an excellent job done with 
Lambda since taking over as 
editor. The October 20th edition 
with Bloom County on the cover 
was very well laid out, and had a 
variety of topics covered which 
I'm sure informed and enter- 
tained each reader. Once again, 
good work and keep it up! 

The reason I wrote is be- 
cause I feel compelled to discuss 
the status of our library. 

As many people already 
know, a new library is being 
constructed at the north end of 
the campus, which is great. In 
the meantime, though, I feel the 
administration of this university 
is still not adhering to the needs 
of its students, or should I just 
say students, not inferring it's. 
There are two major points of 
concern which I feel need some 
analyzing: 

1. Hours: The library hours 
are still very inadequate for many 
students, including off-campus 
students. Good availability of 
resources are a m ust for studen ts . 
Much of our research and study- 
ing is done here. With the pres- 
ent hours in place, many actively 
involved students cannot use the 
library effectively. 

2. Fines: The $1.00 a day 
fine per book is poorly justified 
and is a blatant slap in the face of 
the academic integrity of stu- 
dents. I argue this for these 
reasons with respect to the li- 
brary. 

1. Poor hours 

2. Limited resources 

3. Understaffed at many 
peak hours of the day. 

4. Students, many of who 
are on OSAP, live on limited 
budgets. This is a steep fine to 
impose on such people. 

A suggestion I would like to 
make is that if a book is overdue 
and has not been requested, a 
fine should not take place. If the 
book has been requested, then 
the user should be informed and 
return it 

I'm sure other students feel 
the same way I do, and have 
ideas and opinions on the mat- 
ter. 

I hope the Director of Li- 
brary Services responds to this 
letter, I'm sure many students 
would like to hear what he/she 
has to say about what I have to 
say. 

In the meantime, I would 
like to encourage Lambda, the 
SG A and AEF to put pressure on 
the university to make the li- 
brary a more realistic place for 
students to learn in. 

Lastly, I would like to ask 
the administration of the Uni- 
versity a question, "Who are you 
here for?"

A poster depicting a naked man 
with an erect penis wearing a latex 
condom was censored Tuesday at 
the AIDS (Acquired Immune 
Deficiency Syndrome) awareness 
booth in the lobby of the Burke 
Science building. 

The poster is a photograph of a 
man from the neck down, and 
carries the caption "Dress for the 
occasion". 

The man's penis sporting the 
condom was eventually covered 
with a piece of paper that read:

Why Drug Test? 

It is more than just ludicrous that McMaster varsity 
athletes are to be tested for illegal drug use, namely 
steroids and other so-called performance enhancers.

No gay games in BC

VANCOUVER (CUP)—Svend 
Robinson told the University ol 
British Columbia's Board of Gov- 
ernors last week that refusing to 
allow the 1990 International Gay 
Athletic Games on campus sets a 
"profoundly dangerous precedent. " 
Three weeks ago, UBC Presi- 
dent David Strangway said UBC 
wasn * t in forested in hosting the Gay 
Games, which bring together 5000 
athletes from around the world. 

Strangway said he couldn't 
understand why gay athletes didn't 
participate in "normal" athletic 
events. **Why should we become 
involved in a third variant of activi- 
ties?/' he said. 

But no one says such special 
interest events as the Orei"^!^^ 
athletic games— which have been 
held at UBC — are unnecessary, 
Robinson said. 

Robinson, the New Democrat 
MP for the nearby riding of Burn- 
aby and an honorary director of Gay 
Games III, is upset the board based 
its decision on the "content" of the 
event rather than on the availability 
of facilities. 

Strangway said, "If it's a politi- 
cal statement they're trying to 
make, I don't think the university is 
the place to make political state- 
ments." 

Robinson said politics have 
nothing to do with it 

"We're not trying to politicize 
the university. We're dealing with a 
business transaction. TheNDP uses 
(UBC's) facilities. No one suggests 
the university is endorsing the 
NDP. n 

Director Ken Smith also denied 
the poli tical aspect of the games. "If 
we had wished to be political, we 
would have gone to the media at the 
first instance (of UBC's refusal)," 
he said. 

Smith noted that UBC has al- 
ready hosted a gay volleyball tour- 
nament. "We probably could have 
gone unnoticed. If we wish to go 
unnoticed, we go unnoticed." 

Robinson added that the Gay 
Games will promote friendship and 
understanding between gay and 
non-gay athletes.
